Goes Through th# Uppsr House of 


Congress Just as It W as Passed by 


the Lower— Effort to Substitute Sen­ 


ate Bill Defeated. 


Washington, April IO.—The hill re­ 
lating to the liability of common car­ 
riers by railroads passed by the house 
of representatives on April 6, was 
passed by the senate without amend­ 
ment and without a division. 
The senate bill on the same subject 
was not confined to railroads, but cov 
ered all forms of common carriers and 
Senator Dolliver, who had reported it 
from the committee on education and 
labor, sought to substitute It for the 
house bill, but his motion was defeat­ 
ed. 
Numerous amendments were of­ 
fered to the bill, hut all were voted 
down. As passed, the bill is expected 
to meet the objections of the United 
States supreme court to the common 
carrier liability law of 1896, decided 
to be unconstitutional by the court. 
The bill abolishes the strict common 
law liability which bars a recovery 
for personal injury or death of an em­ 
ploye occasioned by the negligence of 
a fellow servant. 
It also relaxes the 
common law rule which makes con­ 
tributory 
negligence 
a 
defense to 
claims for such injuries, and permits 
an employe to recover for an injury 
caused by the negligence of a co-em­ 
ploye. 
The bill does not bar recov­ 
ery even though the injured one con­ 
tributed by his own negligence to the 
injury. 
The amount of the recovery 
is diminished in the same degree that 
the negligence of the injured one con­ 
tributed to the injury. 
During the discussion of the meas­ 
ure there was extended reference to 
campaign

railroad 
men and especially to the Harriman 
contribution to the Republican cam­ 
paign of 1904. 
Because the senate bill did not 
specify the cause for the Injury or 
death of the employe, Mr. Nelson oi 
Minnesota said he believed it would 
be pronounced unconstitutional by the 
supreme court of the United States. 
The bill would make the company 
liable for injury or death whether it 
related to the service or not. 
Two employes of a railroad might 
by their negligence wreck a train and 
kill IOO people, said Mr. Elkins, and 
yet the proposed law would pay for 
the injuries received by those em­ 
ployes. 
He did not believe that was a 
Just provision.

Little Children Bound Out to Farmers 
in Germany. 
Friedrichshafen, Germany, April IO. 
—The Annual recurrence of the c e n ­ 
tury-old child labor market on March 
SI—w h ic h 
many local journals de­ 
scribe as only a slightly disguised 
Felling into temporary slavery—has 
again aroused a storm of indignation 
in the frontier provinces of Austria, 
Switzerland and Germany. 
In the market place of Frcidrieh- 
Bhafen between 300 and 400 boys and 
girls of from eleven to fourteen years 
of age, whose homes are in the outly­ 
ing districts of the Tyrol and the 
Voralberg, are contracted out yearly 
for seven months, from April I to the 
end of October, to farmers from South­ 
ern Bavaria, Wirtumberg and Baden. 
Very little consideration is given to 
the wishes of the children themselves, 
most of them being sent into service 
against their will and in order to sat­ 
isfy the avarice of their parents. 
The 
children, 
generally 
in 
the 
charge of their parents, reach Fried- 
richshafeu on labor market day. Here 
they are drawn up on the market 
place and then brought forward for 
inspection by a crowd of farmers, who 
look them over, feel and poke their 
limbs, meanwhile discussing loudly 
their physical merits and demerits. 
The whole day is thus passed in the 
process of selection. 
Gradually all 
are disposed of and those in charge 
of the children then sign with the 
farmers agreements for the seven 
months’ bondage and the sums agreed 
upon are handed over. 
This usually 
amounts for the entire period of seven 
months to $12.50, but sometimes it at­ 
tains $20. 
The terms of the contract are very 
harsh, providing that the children, re­ 
gardless of sex, may be utilized for 
“cattle 
herding, 
housework, 
stable 
and stall cleaning, nursing children, 
feeding cattle, running errands and 
whatever else the farmer may require 
them to do.”

OPEN SHOP POLICY. 


W ill Be Adhered to by Vessel Owners 
on Great Lakes. 
Cleveland, O., April IO.—The “open 
shop” policy will be adhered to by ves 
eel owners in the operation of boats 
upon the Great Lakes this season. A 
stand of tuts character in dealing 
with organized labor was unanimously 
agreed to at the annual meeting of 
the Lake Carriers’ association here. 
The rule will be put into operation at 
once and will affect upwards of 40,- 
000 men. 
W hether the plan adopted 
by the boat owners will be opposed 
by the various unions is unknown. 
None of their representatives was 
present at the meeting. 
While the carriers do not take the 
position of being antagonistic to or­ 
ganized labor, they say employes will 
be dealt with Individually irrespective 
of their labor affiliations. 
The vessel- 
men also recommended the paying of 
the highest wages. 
The first move along this line was 
taken when the Pittsburg Steamship 
company, operating the boats of the 
United States Steel corporation, made 
contracts with their engineers Indi 
vidually. 
No trouble was experienced. 
The Cleveland interests agreed a 
few weeks ago to ignore the unions 
and it was through their efforts that 
the association was induced to adopt 
the same measures, thus affecting all 
ports and practically all of the ton­ 
nage on the lakes. 
The action of the association is 
based upon their declared desire to re­ 
tain complete control of their boats 
and place the discipline of the ships 
within the power of the executive of­ 
ficers.
